In Pursuit of Poor Lo a Matter of 
Ten Years Sharp Brushes. 
Writer of Novels. 


Gen. Chas. 
K. 
King 
every inch 
a 
soldier 
will be just the man to occupy 
Manila 
In case there Is required a sol- 
dier leader to cope with half wild 
reb- 
els and barbaric Islanders. 
He has n 
record 
as an 
Indian 
fighter. 
This 
career was made between 
1873 
and 
1879. 
In those years the present Brig- 
adier General 
was a Captain 
In 
the 
Fifth U. S. Cavalry. 
He saw action in 
Arizona, 
Colorado, 
Kansas, 
Idaho, 
Wyoming, 
Montana, South Dakota 
all 
over the frontier. 
Mnny's the bloody 
brush he's had with the red man, 
ad- 
mired by the higher civilization 
cult of 
the East and cursed to the deepest and 
blackest by the pioneer. 
At first after 
the war the General, 
who is a West 
Pointer, was 
In the South. 
Ho saw 
something of tho reconstruction. 
Then 
he went into the Indian country for a 
matter of ten years. 
This service, 
in 
short, Is a desolate fort all through 
the winter, then so soon 
as 
grass 
sprouts in the spring follow 
the 
In- 
dian, who has taken to the warpath 
and who leaves on his trail a line of 
mutilated bodies of women and child 
ren and burned ranch buildings. 
It's 
an exciting, 
active, 
feverish, 
danger 
ous life. 
Rather it was. There Is none 
of It now worth speaking of, though 
the Bannocks raise a bit of a row over 
game 
laws In Wyoming 
nearly every 
year. 
It was this Indian service that made 
Gen. King tho man "who is one of the 
Idols of the whole army and in whom 
officers, men and tho public at largo 
have tho utmost confluence. 
The fighting and literary General 
Is 
a man below medium height, 1b blonde, 
with a sharp and expressive 
eye. Every 
flash of the eye means something, 
es- 
pecially If ho be aroused. 
Always 
ho 
has had the reputation of being' a man 
of wonderfully 
quick decision and of 
Instant action. 
This Is why Maj. Gen. 
Merrltt 
wanted 
Brig. 
Gen. 
King 
for 
Manila service. 
It is well for a mili- 
tary governor of 
fourteen 
hundred 
Islands 
e 
in his 
command 
as 
many men like Gen. King as the supply 
affords. 
Oen. 
King 
retired In 
1879 
with 
the rank of captain. 
Once 
be- 
fore that they had brought him tip, to 
San Francisco to die of an Apache 
bul- 
let wound. 
Ho sun lvcd the long sclgo 
at San Francisco and since hta retire- 
ment 
in 1879 has been writing novels 
that everybody 
reads, has been a club 
and militia man at Milwaukee, 
where 
his father was for many years a prom- 
inent newspaper 
man. 
As a captain, 
Gen. King was In tho 70's the adjutant 
of Gen. Merrltt, who Is justly listed as 
one of tho military geniuses of the day. 
It la a treat to chat with Gen. King 
on the U. S. S. Arizona, and to watch 
or hear him work. 
He Is In command 
of all troops 
now en route to Manila. 
Tho handling of the forces under the 
extraordinary circumstances 
Is a task 
to which 
Gen. King 'brings great 
ca- 
pacity and his natural tact and ability. 
Of course, he has a staff, but he Is one 
of tho most thorough 
men over wear- 
ing tho shoulder straps and he gives an 
Immense amount of attention to detail. 
The General 
Is one of tho most 
ap- 
proachable 
und 
of men, 
strikes 
one as being 
d, 
alert and well 
balanced. 
Ho Invites 
faith. 
One would 
expect 
to hear of 
him doing something signal. 
The Gen- 
eral wears 
gold-rlmm- 
glasses, 
but 
one would not ordinarily 
notlco 
the 
glasses. 
He Is "well set up," 
Is 
of 
compact 
build and Is quick 
In 
move- 
ment and conversation. 
He docs not 
look old; he does not look young. He 
looks llko a good soldier who has been 
at the business a number of years. The 
Generals men have gone jshore here 
to camp, but he will remain on 
the 
ship for a time yet. 
GEN. KING'S NOVELS. 
"How did 
I como 
to take up novel 
writing," said tho 
General 
In 
San 
Francisco, 
"Why when I was a young- 
ster 
I used 
to try my hand at short 
stories. 
In 
1871-- 2 
I was sent down 
South where the 
KIu-Klu- x 
Klans were 
operating." 
I found that the North did 
not understand tho South, and that tho 
South 
did not understand the North. 
False statements were mado by both 
sides. 
Tho Idea of a novel was 
sug- 
gested to mo by the existing conditions. 
I wrote about 
two-thir- 
of one of my 
best 
Btorles 
'Kitty's 
Conquest' 
and 
sent the manuscript 
to 'Harpers'.' 
In 
duo course of time the manuscript was 
returned and with it tho usual letter of 
declination. 
I tossed tho copy Into my 
eervtco 
chest and carried It all over 
tho Western States 
and 
Territories 
with me during tho Indian wars, 
"When 
I was retired, about all I hod 
was my pay as a Captain on the retired 
list, gome debts, this 
unsold 
manu- 
script and lots of time; 
At my home 
ahead with without 
having expended 
much thought on them sold best." And 
In Milwaukee I began writing a scries 


the General 
smiled pleasantly as he 
mado this acknowledgement. 
"How rapidly do I work? 
Well, I 
of letters, or stories rather, of army 
life, and 
these 
appeared 
In the 'Sen- 
tinel,' of which paper my father was 
for many years editor. 
They attracted 
the attention 
of

Andy Bert, an old newspaper

been at It over since, most of the time, 
and have turned out In all about thirty 
novels.

always, either in action

admin- 
istrative or executive head, gavo a first 
class account of himself. 
With 
those 
who know tho army, few officers are 
held In higher esteem from tho stand- 
point of ability and balance than this 
quiet, modest 
Gen. Mcrrlam. 
Ho Is a 
tall, 
erect 
man, with Iron gray hair 
and a youthful, 
handsome- fac:. 
Ho 
looks like a man of arms, a man of 
men. 
As Interesting almost as tho General 
himself aro tho places 
he has 
been 
slnco tho Civil 
war. 
Ho has helped 
materially 
In tho 
making 
of half 
a 
dozen States of tho West and 
North- 
west. 
Many, many years ago the 
In- 
dians 
wero 
wary 
of Merrlam. 
They 
know that when ho took their trail hu 
followed it till ho eamo up with them. 
Mcrrlam was a master hand at getting 
ocr the country, at pressing 
Into 
ser- 
vlco tho Invaluable. Indian scouts and 
at hunting out the secluded and 
diff- 
icult places 
of hiding. 
A lino shot, 
a 
good rider, a manager par excellence 
a leader in whom his men always had 
confidence, 
Gen. Mcrrlam, 
as Colonel 
of the old Seventh, 
has had a career 
that would satisfy most men. 
One can 
see determination gleaming 
from his 
eyes and can know that his thoughtful 


expression 
means) forco that Is to bo 
expended to purpose. 
' 
For sovcral years Gen, Mcrrlam had 
a good part of tho Seventh at Fort 
Laramie, 
Wyo. 
This Is a mighty 
In- 
teresting spot. 
It Is at tho confluence 
of tho Platto and Laromlo rivers, 
ninety-- 


six 
miles 
north 
of Cheyenne, 
In 
thoso days tho nearest railway point. 
Tho telegraph lino between 
tho places 
was unreliable as a native boy sent 
on an errand to a dry goods store. 
It 
Mcrrlam 
wanted 
something at Chey 
enne very much nnd tho telegraph lino 
was down ho put a man on a horso and 
a message 
was sent through Inside of 
twelve hours 
In summer and Inside of 
sixteen 
In winter. 
Fort Larnmlo was established by tho 
Hudson Bay Fur company 
so far back 
that 
no ordinary woman 
will admit 
hearing when at 
school. 
Near 
the 
brldgo across tho Laramie river Is an 
adobo fort that was built by tho Hud- 
son Bay pcoplo as a protection against 
Indians. 
One night tho Indians used 
a raft and floated down to tho fort dnd 
almost took it by assault. 
Fort Lara- 
mie is tho scene of almost all of Gen. 
King's novel "Queen of Bedlam," 
one 
bf his very 
best stories. 
Fort 
Lara- 
mie, In tho Argonaut period, 
was tho 
one placo a whlto man lived between 
Council Bluffs .md Salt Laka City. 
It 
Is excellently 
described as ot that time 
In Trowbridge's atory 
"Tho 
Boy 
Em- 
igrants," ono of tho strongest and tru- 
est of tho numerous 
pit cos ot '49 liter- 
ature. 
Fort Laramie had 
tho 
Red 
Cloud 
agency 
twenty 
miles 
away. 
Thcro have been twenty thousand In- 
dians 
on the warpath within a hun- 
dred 
miles 
of 
Fort 
Uiramle. 
Tom 
Moonlight, Kansas politician, 
was com- 
mandant at Fort Laramlo 
for a short 
tlmo soon after tho war. 
Ho had tho 
bad Judgment 
to hang a couplo of 
In- 
dian murderers Instead 
of 
shooting 
them on the prairie. The Indians mado 
even with him afterwards. 
Ono sum- 
mer ho was out with several troops of 
cavalry "and a hundred 
miles or moro 
from tho post. 
At night tho Indians 
took away all tho horses 
und 
soon 
thereafter 
Moonlight 
retired to civil 
life. 
Ho was further punished by get- 
ting tho appointment ot Gotcrnor of 
Wyoming 
In tho first Cleveland 
admin- 
istration. 
Ho was non persona grata 
out there, for nono ot tho old timers 
could ever forgive 
him for being such 
an Intolerable 
tenderfoot 
ns to hang 
Indians Instead ot shooting them. 
But this Is rather getting away from 
Gen. 
Mcrrlam. 
Ono ot tho 
notablo 
things at Fort I.aramlo 
when ho was 
supreme 
thero was an Indian grave, 
just "maukn ' of tho post as would bo 
said here. 
This grave 
was a gunbox 
upon four slender posts and within had 
been placed tho body of an Indian girl 
or woman. 
It was said that sho was 
tho daughter of tho famous Chief Red 
Cloud. 
Tho cattlo rango 
round-up- s 
or 
drives often massed near tho fort and 
every 
cowpuncher 
considered 
It 
his 
bounden 
duty 
to tako n shot at that 
gravo. 
Tho bullets 
from 
had splintered ever' bono of tho skel- 
eton 
Ucforo old Red Cloud camo with 
a rctlnuo nnd a gunny-ba- g 
ono day and 
took away tho remaining contents ot 
tho long box. 
Tho last frontier Held Bervlco ot Gen. 
Merrlam 
was but a few years ago. Ho 
played an Important part 
In 
tho 
af- 
fair that camo to n conclusion 
with a 
numerously 
fatal shooting soiree 
at 
Wounded 
Knco, whero 
Col. 
Fontythe, 
who must certainly be somewhere 
up 
higher In rank Just now, mado a few 
scoro of what 
tho 
Westerners 
c ill 
"good 
Indians." 
In that 
war 
Gen. 
Mcrrlam, 
with 
tho Seventh, 
had the 
big honor ot heading 
off Sitting Bull, 
who was endeavoring 
as of old to save 
his skin after making trouble. 
Sitting 
Bull was killed right on tho reservation 
soon after. 
When Fort Laramlo, "Idle as a paint 
ed ship upon a painted ocean" In sum 
mer nnd Isolated 
and forbidding 
as a 
penal 
colony 
Island 
In 
winter, 
was 
abandoned, 
the lines of Gen. Mcrrlam 
and the Seventh fell In decidedly pleas 
ant places. 
They 
wcro 
ull 
bundled 
down south direct 200 miles to 
garrl-Bo- 
n 
Fort Logan, 
Just outsldo 
Denver, 
which has every attraction dear to tho 
heart of tho army 
officer, married or 
Blngle. 
And at Logan 
Gen. Merrlam 
has been for these 
seven 
or 
eight 
years. 
Gen. Mcrrlam, 
who 
loves 
tho free 
dom and tho rarlfled air of tho Rocky 
Mountains 
and the adjacent grandly 
sweeping 
plains, 
does not take kindly 
to tho tropical 
cllmo hero.

All that those gentlemen asked was that

They did not ask

The nuthor of tho fourth gospel 
makes uso of a word which Is character- 
istic and vital. 
That 
word 
is "truth, 
llut 
It 
Is necessary 
to know 
what 
he 
means by "truth." 
Mark tho contrast 
between tho tench. 
Ings of Solomon 
and those ot Christ. 
uttercu proverbs which nro the uni- 
versal verdict of mankind but ho simply 
stated 
them; he was not nn Incarnation 
ot them. 
He violated many of them; he 
could nut say "I am the proerb." 
His 
proverbs had no living forco liehlnd them. 
Not so with the teachings of Christ. He 
brought his life Into harmony with what 
ho taught. 
Truth was not to him 
n set 
of Idens. but a process of action; himself 
was the truth. 
With this dellnltlon of what truth Is, 
we are now prepared to see what It does; 
and contemplate tho liberty which 
It con- 
fers. 
Liberty Is deflno. by Webster as "abil- 
ity to do what one pleases," 
Whatever 
confers tills nhlllty, confers liberty. 
This 
Is precisely what Christ does. 
Tliero aro two wujh of making 
men 
free, which may

When 
l'eter wns In prison nn nngel 
opened1 
the 
doors nnd led him forth. 
He was made

him, and he snapped them asunder ns It

COURT. 


The amateur who 
for 
economical 
reasons, 
does up the law literature of 
tbo Argonaut 
(San 
Francisco) 
plays 
havoc, in its issue of August "2nd, with 
the Supremo Court, denounces the Ad- 
vertiser and sneers 
nt Hawaii, 
which 
It calls a territory with n small t, 
In- 
stead ot a big T. 
Several weeks ago, the Argonaut 
cit- 
ed a decision of Judge Morrow, of the 
United Stales Circuit Court of Appeals, 
in which It was stated 
by the Court 
that: 
"Congress 
may legislate 
In 
accord- 
ance 
with 
the special 
needs 
of each 
(territorial) locality, and vary Its reg- 
ulations to meet the circumstances 
of 
the people." 


. Thereupon the amateur of the Argo- 
naut declared that Congress could 
.undesirable 
Hawallans 
from the 
United 
Stntes, and "full 
blooded 
Ha- 
wallans 
might be confined to Hawaii." 
The amateur finished by declaring that 
this decision "will mark a new epoch 
in Federal 
jurisprudence." 
The Advertiser 
replied that this de- 
cision was not a fundamental 
one, that 
the court 
that made 
it was an "in- 
ferior" one, and, 
moreover, 
that the 
Supreme Court had, in the Dred Scott 
case, declared that the citizens of ter 
ritories 
were on the same 
footing 
as 
the citiiens of the States, 
In the 
pro- 
tection guaranteed 
by the Constitution. 


The amateur of the Argonaut 
now 
retorts In the Issue of August 
22nd, 
that: "No such declaration was ever 
made by tho United States Supreme 
Court 
concerning 
citizens 
of a terri- 
tory," and the Advertiser 
Is challenged 
to cite any ease expressing 
this opin- 
ion.

evidently 
li.is 
never 
read 
tho case of Dred Scott 
vs. 
San- - 
ford. 
19 How. U. S. Reports. 
It Is one 
of the celebrated 
cases decided by that 
great court. 
Tho court says on pngo 
448:

"A power, therefore. 
In the General 
Covernment 
to obtain 
and 
hold 
col- 
onies and dependent 
territories, over 
these. 
Ho firmly believed that wealth. 
as a rule, was created by the optimists, 
who establish 
new enterprises, 
but he 
said that tbo course of events showed 
that prices 
were periodically 
rising 
aoovo true 
values and 
It 
Invariably 
uavu 
mo 
wars" 
a chance 
to 
make 
will. 
Tho lato Jay Gould was one of 
which it (Congress) 
might 
legislate 
without lestrlctlon. would 
h 
inm. 
slstent with Its own existence, 
in Its 


pri-Hvu-i 
lorm. 
Referring (page 
450) 
to the power 
ot Congress to net according to its own 
discretion In governing 
the territories 
the Supreme Court says that no power 
to so govern 
has been granted by the 
constitution, 
its language is: 
"It Is a total absence of power every- 
where within tho dominion 
of 
tho 
United 
States, 
and places the citizens 
of a Territory, so far as 
the.-- 
rights 
aro concerned, 
on 
the 
samo 
footing 
wun 
me citizens 
or the 
States, 
and 
guards them as firmly 
and 
plainly 
ugalnst any inroads which the General 
Government 
might attempt, under the 
Plea of Implied or Incidental 
powers." 
This decision is the law of the land, 
until reversed by the court itself. 
It is 
highly Improbable that the court will 
do this, on the interpretation 
of the 
Argonaut 
or its amateur. 


The Aihcrtlser, 
in the nrticlo 
criti- 
cised by the Argonaut, alluded 
to the 
United States Circuit Court'o! Appeals, 
that rendered the astounding cpoch ue. 
clslonas an "Inferior" tribunal. 
There-upo- 
n 
tho amateur 
or tho Argonaut 
re- 
torts: 
"If the Honolulu Advertiser believes 
that the circuit Court at Appeals U 
an Inferior tribunal. It will have

Article 
III, SeetloiPl, of the Consti- 
tution reads: 
"The Judicial power of the

As the Circuit Appellate 
Courts are 
not tho Supreme Court, it follow? that 
they are "Inferior" 
courts, and are bo 
designated. 
It Is rather amusing ihat th." Argo- 
naut 
and 
Its 
amateur 
need 
more 
"Americanizing" 
In the knowledge 
of 
the courts cjeated by tho Constitution 
than 
tho humble Advertiser, 
that liac 
been published 
for less time .ban 
n 
month on American soil. 
We may 
now expect 
some 
more 


"horse-shed- " 
opinions 
from tho Argo 
naut's amateur. 
Its purpose Is not to 
give out any really sound opinions 
In 
Hawaiian 
affairs, but to "mako It hot" 
for all of the late annexationists, and 
especially 
stir up the natives here to 
the belief that Congress will "foot ball" 
them In every direction. 


'HULLS" 
AND 
"HEARS." 


The 
old 
Wall 
street operators 
say 
that 
out of one 
thousand 
men who 
speculate 
In stocks, at least eight hun- 
dred or them aro optimists or "bulls." 
The other 
200 or less are pessimists 
or "bears." 
The operators In the grain 
pits confirm this statement. 
Tho 
farm-er- a 
who speculate 
In their own wheat, 
or dabble 
In 
the 
grain 
market 
nro 
"hulls" or optimists. 
Tho great major- 
ity of men who speculate 
In cotton tire 
"bulls." 
Tho cotton planters as a class 
believe 
In n rising market, 
nml 
gen- 
erally lose by it. 
The llocky mountain 
States 
nro peopled 
with 
very 
many 
thousands 
of unfortunate 
men, each 
one of whom believes he will mhih find 
a rich gold mine. 
He too Is a "bull" 
In his disposition. 
While 
the "bull" 
or optimistic 
feeling 
Is to u largo ex 
tent u matter of temperament, 
It Is also 
created by education 
and surroundings. 
A "bear" 
or pessimist 
operates, 
or 
makes his money out of declining mar 
kets. 
It Is in only n few articles that 
ho "bear" movement can be practical- 
ly used. 
Speculating 
on 
depressions 
requires 
peculiar 
commercial 
condl-Yioi- is 
and nrrangemont"TheTbiilf 
liaB 
an abiding 
faith that the price of his 
purchase will always rise on his hands, 
and that Providence 
will ring a bell 
when it Is time to sell. 
Thero are a few men of mixed 
tem- 
perament 
who nre bulls and bears at 
large profits on a falling market. 
The 
difficulty was in a man's temperament 
and 
education. 
Only rare men, with 
uiu miming 
capacities 
ot Mr. 
JOCK) 
1 
and 
Mr. 
Hyde, 
make 
these 
sudden 
transmutations from "bulls" to "bears' 
or vlco versa. 
The stock exchanges admirably illus- 
trate the, Influence of tho "Crowd" 
or 
the course of popular 
movements. 
The 
great 
operators well understand 
how 
men can be stampeded, 
like, a herd or 
horses or cattle, into a bull movement. 
It is done In pretty much tho same way 
as the Indians 
start tho stampede. 
It 
has happened 
a thousand 
times 
on 
every exchange, that a worthless 
stock 
Is put up to figures that are absurdly 
high, 
simply 
by starting 
the 
crowd. 
And 
the crowd 
consists 
or men 
who 
claim to bo clever, and often aro very 
capable. 
It Is the samo mental 
mani- 
festation 
exhibited 
occasionally 
by the 
"Dunkers," 
a very sober religious 
sect, 
In the Vlrglulu 
mountains 
and other 
places. 
In momenta of religious 
frenzy 
In their camp meetings, 
they imagine 
that 
tho Devil 
Is near by, nnd 
they 
chase him to the trees, and tho congre- 
gation of old farmers 
may be seen try- 
ing to climb the pine trees In order to 
kill him 
In the tops. 
So men in tho 
operator 
crowd, 
will deal with 
their 
own hard earned 
money, as if dollars 
were merely 
beans and to bo had for 
the asking. 
The ground swell or these movements 
Is optimism, 
which continues 
until 
It 
is suddenly checked 
by fright, and the 
"bulls" sell out or aro sacrificed, 
and 
nt once put for the woods. 
The 
old 
experienced 
In 
working 
these 
stam- 
pedes, understanding well the nature 
of the crowd, 
give It some period of 
rest, nnd then start another bull stam- 
pede. 
'tho essential 
chaiiu'teristics 
in 
all 
speculations are the same, but the man- 
ifestations 
are varied 
by each particu- 
lar case, whether 
it is stocks or grain 
or cotton, 
or oil. 
One or the very oldest or the veteran 
stock 
operators 
said, that 
when 
the 
market 
was 
wild, 
and 
the surging 
crowd was buying everything 
in sight, 
ho noticed that eacli one or the 
mul- 
titude 
claimed 
to 
bo himself, 
cry 
calm 
nnd rational, and 
criticised 
the 
rest of tho crowd for Its loss of head. 
When the cholera, or yellow fever or 
stock gnmbllng gets hold of a commun- 
ity, or a class of men, Reason packs its 
trunk nnd goes off ror an outing. 
The 
crowd feels like lynching 
It to the very 
first lamp post it can find.

EXPANSION. 


The very divergent 
views about the 
expansion 
of the boundaries 
of 
the 
United States nre largely 
due to tem 
perament and not to careful reasoning, 
it is the "bull" temperament 
that la in 
favor of expansion. 
It Is the "bear" 
temperament 
that 
Is In favor 
ot 
re- 
striction. 
' 


Two men, equally intelligent, patri- 
otic and well Informed,, will, on the 
same state of facts, entirely disagree 
In conclusions. 
The courts are full of 
contradictory 
decisions, 
Bimply 
be- 
cause different 
Judges, able and 
hon- 
est, have very different temperaments. 
Habit 
and 
environment also change 
and 
modify 
temperaments 
somewhat. 
Self Interest Is, as well, decidedly 
In- 
fluential. 
It Is already evident that the people 
of the older nnd thickly settled parts 
of the Mainland arc conservative 
and 
rather disinclined 
to favor expansion. 
The men of the younger 
States, 
the 
restless, 
those 
who believe that thero 
are great fortunes 
for them In another 
place, or In new countries, arc in favor 
of expansion. 
The great army ot men 
that has been moving 
westward 
from 
the Ohio river, during the 
last 
half 
century, 
has reached the Pacific, and 
wishes to Jump it at a bound. 
These 
men ar- 
- willing to annex anything In 
sight, 
from Slhcrln to the South Pole, 
If thero Is any money In it. .They 
sincerely that tho American 
pen-pi- c 
can regulate and govern any com- 
munity, whether It is that of Hawaii cr 
the whole of Africa. 
Even If tho policy of expansion 
may 
have danger 
In It, those who oppose it 
aro governed 
as much by their fears 
and apprehensions 
as by reason. 
It Is 
not In accordance 
with traditions that 
the nation crosses the seas. 
Hut there 
Is nothing 
Intrinsically dangerous 
In 
It. 
The 
do not be 
lieve that tho Federal Government 
can 
wisely govern colonies and territories. 
it certainly 
has not 
In tho past, and 
experience 
Is so far against It. 
Hut 
the evolution 
of the nation 
Is gradual- 
ly, very gradually, 
Indeed, developing 
most Intelligent 
administrative power 
In Its ofllccrs. 
It is merely 
a. question 
of time 
when the Nation 
can govern 
well colonies and territories. 
As tho Nation 
stands today, 
there 
can be no rigid policies. 
It Is the age 
of surprising changes, 
due 
to 
new 
thought and quick transportation. 
In many of the new relations cre 
ated by these novel conditions, the na 
tion Is as much a pioneer 
In political 
science, 
foreign and domestic, 
as the 
electricians nre 
In the application 
of 
electricity. 
Tho policy or expansion 
is one that 
should 
bo moulded 
by the wisdom or 
the hour 
nnd not by the simple 
tra- 
ditions or the past. 
Hut temperaments 
and personal interests have too large a 
share 
In forming 
it, nnd may not do It 
well.

perhaps 
welcome to the sugar planta-

tified 
In 
appropriating every square 
foot of laud on the Island, 
even if it 
results 
In the creation 
of a few rich 
proprietors and a numerous 
class 
ot 
laborers without "homes." 
To serious- 
ly nsk these men to cheek great com- 
mercial 
enterprises 
for "the sake 
of 
humanity" or 
In 
the interests 
of a 
"higher civilization" 
would be simply 
Sunday 
school 
business. 
Thq 
world 
has not been keyed up to such 
rogen-eut- e 
proceedings. 
Only tho State, or 
thf general 
community 
behind 
the 
State, can do It or ever docs do it. 
Perhaps 
tho day has passed for 
re- 
constructing our 
land 
system. 
The 
history 
of all communities 
is 
that 
when the social problems become com- 
plicated 
the complications 
are thrust 
one sde, nnd allowed to take their own 
course. 
Then these complicated prob 
lems, like the 
anti-re- 
riots of New 
York State, under the old Patroon sys 
tem end In mitchler, or like the 
ld 
quarrels of Australia end In 
radical 
legislation. 
The Commission 
should understand 
tho situation. 
It would be wise for It 
to provide, If possible, some legislation 
which may at some period 
In the fu 
ture deal 
with the subject. 
It is a 
most 
troublesome 
Issue, 
nnd 
cannot, 
we presume, 
bo dealt with wisely by 
the 
present 
Commission. 
In 
the 
meantime, 
after sixty years of Amer- 
ican dominance, there is less than 
one-ha- 
lf 
an American 
to the square 
mllo 
on Oahu, and there seems to bo only 
a slight chance of making even 
three-quarte- 
rs 
of a man to tho square mile. 


DUED 
SCOTT 
CASE. 


Several inquiries are made about tho 
Dred Scott" decision, alluded 
to yes 
terday In these columns. 
Briefly stat 
ed It Is this: 
Dred Scott was a slave. 
At one time his master had taken him 
Into 
what was called 
free 
territory, 
that is, territory where slavery did not 
exist as a fact. 
Ho had also been tak- 
en Into a frco State at ono time. 
He 
brought a proceeding before tho courts 
to establish his right to freedom. When 
the case reached the Supreme Court of 
the United States, It was carefully 
con- 
sidered 
by the Judges, and the major- 
ity of the court held that Dred was 
a negro nnd a slave, and therefore 
ho 
was not a person or n citizen, 
nnd 
could not sue In the Federal 
courts. 
Tho decision 
of the 
case 
against 
Dred Scott created 
intense excitement 
among the "abolitionists." 
It largely 
contributed 
to the political excitement 
that provoked 
tho Civil war. 
It was 
discussed 
on the stump, 
nnd in every 
boys' debating society 
In tho Northern 
States. 
It caused personal 
encounters 
between 
the "frco soil" students 
In 
Yale 
college, 
and 
the students from 
the slave 
States. 
The 
Constitution 
had 
clearly 
recognized 
property 
In 
slaves, 
but tho Abolitionists and free 
soil men claimed that it did not. Gar- 
rison said that the Constitution was 
only a "leaguo with hell." 
As the Dred Scott caso settled 
tho 
law that n "nigger" hnd no standing In 
any 
Federal 
court, 
It sharply defined 
tho Issues between 
freedom 
and slav 
ery. 
Tho decision 
of the caso Involved. 
more or less, the relation of tho terrl 
torles to the general Government. 
The 
Court 
held, nmong other things, 
that 
Congress held nil acquired territory as 
trustee for the people of the United 
States, and 
therefore Congress 
was 
bound to legislate 
for tho territories, 
and govern 
thorn, as the people of the 
States were governed. 
It said 
that 
although Congress 
had 
the 
power, 
under tho Constitution, 
to make "rules 
and regulations" for tho territories, It 
could not deprive tho people of a ter 
ritory of the right to trial bv 
Jury. 
Congress 
had, accotdlng 
to the le:ter 
of the Constltu'l.m, the right tq de 
prlvo them of Jury tiials, but the Crirt 
Intcrpieted this provision to mean that 
Ccngress 
must govun 
the territories 
Ir. the same way, substantla'lv, 
ns the 
people of the States governel 
them- 
selves. 
It leferred, hawever, 
only to 
tho fundamental 
right. 
Tho decision 
recognized the power ot Congress 
to 
make different 
Uws for different 
ter- - 


ritorics In matters that do not Involve 
fundamental 
principles. 
The force and legal value ot tn 
Dred 
Scott case ended when the Constitution 
was amended by the abolition of slav- 
ery. 
The principles 
ot 
the decision 
stand and indicate the relation of this 
territory 
to the Federal Government.

As Mr. Brown says, the cream of the

has 
passed 
into 
private hands, 
"and long leases 
have 
been made covering the most valuable 
Government 
and Crown lands." 
A pessimist 
will seo In tlieso words 
something 
ominous 
something 
very 
like 
ii death 
knell to any truo Ameri 
can civilization 
here. 
Here is an area or C.000 square miles 
with a population 
or about 20,000 Euro 
peans, 
Including 
Portuguese, 
nnd the 
rest or the population 
a "draw back" 
as many pronounced 
Americans 
say, to 
our civilization. 
Over against this is Porto Rico with 
nbout 
one-ha- lf 
the area of those

New Audit Act Heads Off 
Bill Collectors. 


Action 
Against 
Auditor 
Thrown 


Out-Sh- arp 
Criticism of the 
Law Is Made. 


The 
new 
Audit 
Act lias thrown 
bomb Into the camp of bill collectors. 
Under It there appears no way of gar- 
nishing tho 
wages 
of 
a Government 
employee. Heretofore 
proceedings 
were 
taken directly 
against the department 
employing 
the 
delinquent. 
That 
worked all right. 
Now, however, 
sal- 
aries are paid by warrants on the Aud 
itor and must, under the law, be made 
out In full. 
"Manuka vs. E. Devauschclle 
and II 
Laws, auditor, garnishee," 
was 
tho 
title of a case brought up In tho Dis 
trict 
Court 
Wednesday. 
After the 
usual 
hearing 
Judge 
Wilcox 
ruled 
that the garnishee named could not be 
held 
liable, 
because 
ho wa3 not 
the 
employer of defendant and had no dis 
cretion 
In the disposition 
of defend 
ant's 
wages. 
In a speech mado on tho flpor of the 
House of Representatives here a few 
months ago It was 
claimed 
that the 
Audit 
Act subsequently 
becoming 
law, 
would 
save 
to 
the 
Government 
tho 
big 
sum of at least $75,000 
an- 
nually in clerk hire. 
There are 
no 
signs yet of any saving to amount 
to 
anything and all the clerks in all the 
offices are complaining 
that the' 
act 
causes 
more 
work and trouble than 
the' had under the old system.. It is 
asserted that the law Is beautiful 
in 
theory, 
but a cumbersome 
method 
in 
practice. 
One remark made 
is that 
some amendments insisted 
upon 
by 
the Cabinet Impaired the promised 
ef- 
ficiency of the act.

It Is stated In tho San Francisco pa' 
pers that Hon. C. R. Bishop has lately 
become again an American 
citizen and 
voter, by nn order of tho court. On this 
point the following statement made in 
the Call In answer to a correspondent, 
may be of Interest: 
This correspondent 
says: "Ten years 
ago I becamo an American 
citizen and 
voted nt the election 
of 1S8S. 
I then 
returned 
to Australia, 
resided there 
about three years, 
took some Interest 
In the elections there and voted there. 
I have now returned to California 
for 
good. 
I wish to know 
If I could have 
registered 
for tho coming elections?" 
Under the circumstances 
stated the cor- 
respondent 
could not 
have 
been 
reg- 
istered, 
as since his return 
he Is us 
much an alien as If he had never been 
naturalized 
In the United 
States. 
A 
citizen of the United States who leaves 
the United States for n foreign 
coun- 
try, takes up his residence 
there and 
takes part In the affairs of that foreign 
country, such ns voting at elections, by 
his acts renounces 
his citizenship 
ns a 
citizen 
of the United States and 
as- 
sumes 
the citizenship 
of tho country 
in which 
ho has taken up his abode 
and exercised 
the rights of an elector. 
Upon his return to this country, 
wish- 
ing to be a citizen 
thereof, 
lie must 
proceed exactly as It ho had never been 
here lwfore. 
The rulo Is that a man 
cannot 
be a citizen of two nations at 
the same time, nnd he must elect which 
nation ho will be a citizen of. 
The mo- 
ment 
ho makes that election 
ho sur- 
renders tho citizenship 
of tho nntlon he 
turned 
his back upon.

Of course there Is no one who does 
not feel for the native Hawaiians in 
this, their hour of

given to the Asiatic 
contract labor system will In time

Dr. Edward 
V. Martin, 
chief of the 
food Inspection 
division 
of the Health 
department of New York city, said re- 
cently that the heads of families, 
not 
only 
In 
the 
great 
metropolis, 
but 
throughout the country generally, 
have 
within easy reach tho means of 
against deleterious 
food pro- 
ducts, which, If put In universal prac- 
tice, would soon make 
food adultera- 
tion 
a 
non-payi- 
business. 
"Tho 
fact that during tho past year more 
than 7 million pounds of food unlit for 
uso havo hern seized and destroyed, 
and nearly B0O persons engaged In tho 
Illegal traffic have been convicted and 
punished," 
said 
Dr. 
Martin, 
"shows 
that tho health officials havo not been 
Idlo during that period 
of time. 
Dut 
when 
tho enormous 
quantity of food 
brought 
Into 
tho 
city 
each 
year, 
amounting to 
billions 
of pounds In 
weight, 
is considered, 
It can 
bo seen 
readily that, to make such supervision 
faultless, 
tho cxpenso 
would 
be 
cor- 
respondingly 
enormous. 
"There are, however," 
continued 
Dr. 
Martin, "a number of simple, Inexpen- 
sive 
home 
te3ts, 
easily 
applied, 
and 
requiring 
only 
tho expenditure of a 
little time, 
which 
would 
make every 
housewife her own food Inspector, and 
which would do more than any official 
action could to lessen the evil effects 
of this nefarious traffic, which 
seeks 
profit at the expense of the good health 
of tho community, 
and often times at 
the cost 
of 
llfo 
Itself." 
Among 
the 
homo tests suggested 
by Dr. Martin 
for tho detection 
of food unfit for use 
through adulteration, 
or from 
other 
causes, 
nre the following: 


PICKLES. 


Tho 
bright green 
color 
of 
pickles 
Is often due to the presence of salts 
of copper In solution. 
To detect this, 
crush a small piece of the pickle, place 
It in a cup with a bright coarse needle, 
and, at the end of 20 minutes, It there 
Is any copper in the pickle the needle 
will be coated 
with a red film. 
This 
test can bo mado more Interesting by 
placing 
the needle, after it is taken 
from the pickle, in a cup containing 
a tcasoon of ammonia water. 
The 
lat- 
ter will become a bright blue In color 
It copper has been precipitated 
on the 
needle. 
Such pickles arc harmful and 
should be thrown away. 
THE BUTTER 
TEST. 
Rancid or poor butter Is easily 
de- 
tected 
by Ub taste or smell, but oleo- 
margarine, which 
is a completo 
sub- 
stitution of another substance in place 
of dairy butter. Is difficult of detection, 
even by experts. 
A simple test for bus' 
pected butter is to placo some of It in 
a tin cup and heat it on the stove, at 
tho same 
time stirring the substanco 
with a fork. 
It it 
Is oleomargarine, 
' 
considerable 
spluttering and spitting 
will take place. 
On tho other hand 
genuine butter melts quickly, with 
lit- 
tle or no noise. 
CANNED 
FOODS. 


In selecting canned food, always take 
tho 
cans 
that 
have 
dents 
in 
them. 
Cans that aro smooth and well round-r- d 
out aro likely to be what are known 
as "swelfed 
cans," which 
Is caused by 
gas 
formed 
through 
fermentation. 
Dents In tho can are proof of tho ab- 
sence 
of fermentation. 
When a can 
is opened 
the inner sides 
should 
be 
examined; 
If they are black and Jiave 
evidently 
been acted upon by acids, the 
contents of tho can should not bo used. 
Canned 
corn, 
peas 
or beans 
should 
never be sour. 
To detect sourness tho 
litmus pencil, 
so called, 
Is a useful 
household 
friend. 
One end of the pen- 
cil is blue nml the other red. 
It too 
much acidity Is suspected 
put a llttto 
of tho liquid on a piece of stout white 
paper, or ir it is a solid moisten 
some- 
what, and mako a mark with tho bluo 
end of tho pencil. 
It the substanco 
is 
acid tho bluo mark will .turn red at 
once. In a test for excesslvo alkali use 
tho red end of tho pencil, 
when the 
red mark will turn blue, It tho sub- 
stanco Is alkaline. 
COFFEE AND TEA. 
It a few grains of coffee aro dropped 
Into a small quantity ot cold water It 
will be found that, it the coffee is adul- 
terated, more or less coloring 
matter 
will show In the water. 
Genulno 
cof- 
fee imparts no color to cold water. 
An- 
other test is to take a needle and try 
to pick up grains ot ground 
coffee; 
chlckory and other adulterants are so 
soft that they are easily penetrated by 
the needle's point, while genuine 
cof- 
fee Is hard and very 
difficult 
to 
be 
picked up in that way. 
What Is known as "lie" tea is often 
substituted in place ot 
genuine 
tea. 
This "lie" tea is prepared by rolling up 
grains of sand with tea leaves already 
used, bo as to Imitate the weight and 
plumpness 
of genuine 
tea leaves. 
It 
can le detected by moistening tho 
sus-pect- fd 
tea and carefully 
opening 
the 
leaves with a needle, thereby disclos- 
ing .'he hidden grains ot sand. Leaves 
ot tho oak, plum, peach and sloe aro 
also used as adulterants, and can 
bo 
detected by comparison 
with leaves of 
genuine 
tea. 
FRESH FISH. 
Freshly caught fish have bright gills 
and clear, 
bead-lik- o 
eyes; when fish be 


come stale the gills assume a pinkish 
hue, and the eyes become whitish and 
opaque, and they remain bo, no matter 
how often the fish dealer douches them 
with water to give them an appear- 
ance ot freshness. 
A lobster that has 
been boiled after death can readily bo 
detected 
by 
pulling 
the 
tall 
out 
straight, as the tall will then remain 
outstretched or curve 
inward 
again 
very slowly; 
whereas, 
if tho lobster 
was boiled while alive the 
tall 
will 
spring quickly back into place. 
PURE SUGAR. 
Tho chief foreign ingredient In adul 
terated sugar, nowadays, 
is starch; to 
detect its presence a drop of tincture 
of iodine In a teaspoonful 
of water op 
piled to the suspected sugar will cause 
a blue color to appear it starch or flour 
is mixed with the sugar. 
This test can 
be successfully 
used with any 
sub 
stance in which starch appears as an 
adulterant. 
To detect sand or other 
adulterant that Is not soluble, dissolve 
a tablespoontul 
ot sugar In a bottle 
containing four or six ounces ot water. 
Allow It to stand 24 hours, and the sed- 
iment, 
If any, which 
falls to the bot- 
tom ot the bottle, 
will show the char- 
acter ot the adulterant. 
It 
there 
Is 
sand the sediment will feel gritty to 
the touch; 
It there Is carbonate ot lime 
it will give oft bubbles ot 
gas 
when 
a few drops of vinegar aro added, and 
the sediment Is moved. 
WINES 
AND BEER. 


A drop of artificially colored wine let 
fall Into a tumbler of cold water will 
rapidly Impart Its color to tho water; 
genuine wine does not do this so rapid- 
ly. Another test Is to moisten the fin- 
gers with wine and rub them briskly 
together. 
If tho 
wine 
Is 
artificially 
colored, tho fingers will be stained, 
it 
genulno they will not. 
Tho bitter taste 
of beer Is often imitated In adulcratlons 
by an Infusion of picric acid. 
To detect 
this, heat a cup of beer, mado acid by 
adding a few drops of vinegar. 
While 
it is still warm, 
Immcrso 
in It a few 
strands ot white wool yarn, and If pic- 
ric acid Is present the wool will 
be 
dyed yellow. 
MILK TESTS. 


A quick test of milk Is to mix it well, 
and then pour It from a glass. 
Pure, 
unadultcred 
milk will lcavo 
a thick 
coating on the inside of the glass, while 
watered or skimmed 
milk will run out 
cleanly. 
Good milk should contain 12 
to 15 per cent, of cream, ana the per 
centage 
of cream 
can be estimated In 
this way: 
Take a long, narrow bottle, 
with u capacity 
of six or eight ounces. 
Pastu on the outside a strip of paper 
half un Inch wide, running from 
tho 
neck tu the bottom of the bottle; divide 
this trip by pencil marks into 10 equal 
parts; 
1111 the bottle to the five mark 
with milk, and then to tho top or the 
paper with water at a heat which will 
Just allow the hand to be Inserted with 
out causing pain, and to wnicn as mucn 
soda has been ndded as would cover 
the end of a penknife. 
Shake 
well to 
mix thoroughly, 
and place In an 
Ice- 
box. 
In halt an 
hour observe 
how 
much 
cream 
has risen, and 
measure 
this oft on a piece ot paper; double this 
distance and then see what part ot the 
total length of the paper strip on the 
bottle this Is. 
If It Is 
the milk only contains 
G per cent, of 
cream, it 
one-tent- 
then It contains 10 
per cent., If 
one-fift- 
h, 
then it contains 
20 per cent., and so on. 


TESTING WATER. 


A sure safeguard ngalnBt 
Hi effects 
from contaminated water, and especi- 
ally useful In the country or at sum- 
mer resorts, 
is tho addition of 
five 
drops of peroxide ot hydrogen 
to tho 
water a few minutes 
before drinking 
it. 
Tho liquid 
is 
obtainable at 
any 
drug 
store, 
Is 
absolutely 
harmless, 
tasteless and colorless. 
Its addition to 
the water only breaks It up Into active 
oxygen and water, tho former killing 
whatever germs of dlseaso may bo pre- 
sent in tho water. 
This method 
is 
equally efficacious and much more con- 
venient than the ordinary way of boil- 
ing suspected water to destroy possible 
germs. 
If a few drops of solution 
of 
sugar aro placed In a glass of suspect- 
ed water and tho glass Is covered and 
put In a warm 
place, tho water, It It 
Is contaminated, 
will become 
cloudy 
and deposit a 
sediment 
after u 
few 
hours. 


Perhaps a New York Company.
